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School Board and Patrons 
Visit Pasadena Board to 
Discuss Local Problems 

Transportation and Differences in Courses of 
Study Are Main . Topics in Joint 
Meeting of Boards 


That Sierra Madre school children 
attending the Pasadena high schools 
will be better cared for next year 
than they have in previous years 
now seems reasonably certain as a 
result of a meeting held Wednesday 
morning at which the Sierra Madre 
school board and representatives of 
civ ic organizations met with the 
Pasadena school board and other 
school officials ot that city. 

A petition was presented to the 
Pasadena boaril by E. A. Calvert, 
representing the Parent-Teachers as¬ 
sociation, asking that Sierra Madre 
be granted transportation at a cost 
equitable with that paid by other 
outlying districts. This petition was 
short and designed to put the ques¬ 
tion before the board of education in 
concrete form. It was signed by E. 
A. Calvert of the P. T. A., J. O. 
Smith of the board of education, and 
Dennis H. Stovall of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Mr. Calvert explained that the 
Sierra Madre patrons were not asking 
that they be granted free transpor¬ 
tation but that the arrangements be 
made for the board to ussume some 
of the burden of transportation so 
that the cost of sendng the children 
to school would not be prohibitive 
as it now is in many cases. 

Present Qualifications 

It was stated by a member of the 
board that it was the policy of their 
body to not provide transportation 
where a public utility provided such 
transportation within a mile of the 
district. It was then pointed out by 
the Sierra Madre delegation that La 
Canada, Flintridge and South Santa 
Anita were all within this distance 
of Pacific Electric transportation and 
were receiving transportation free. 

Dennis H. Stovall spoke on the 
condition of a large number of boys 
and girls being required to wait for 
long periods of time at Lamanda 
i« ark junction in the afternoons be¬ 
cause of the necessity of transfer¬ 
ring from the Pasadena line to the 
Sierra Madre line. These children 
must often wait for nearly an hour, 
Mr. Stovall says, without supervision 
or adequate protection from the 
weather. There is a special car run¬ 
ning to Pasadena from Sierra Madre 
in the morning but no such car to 
return the children Ui this city. Af¬ 
ter some discussion, H. G. l,ehrbach, 
business manager of the Pasadena 
schools, volunteered to meet officials 
of the Pacific Electric and try to 
provide for a return train in the 
evening for Sierra Madre students. 

Junior High Courses 

R. S. Jensen and Mrs. Fletcher 
White in turn brought up the ques¬ 
tion of the difference in the curricu¬ 
la of the Sierra Madre and Pasa¬ 
dena schools, particularly in the sev¬ 
enth and eighth grades and the jun¬ 
ior high school. Mrs. White pointed 
out several defects in the course of 
study outlined by Mark Keppel, 
county superintendent, which made 
it especially hard for the local pupils 
to compete with those who have at¬ 
tended the first two years of junior 
high school in Pasadena. One is that 
the county schedule prohibits the 
teaching of grammar above the sixth 
grade. If grammar is taught in 
Sierra Madre in the seventh and 
eighth grades it must be called by 
another name and the course in Eng¬ 
lish outlined does not give sufficient 
time for its teaching. The Pasadena 
students are given a thorough course 
in grammar in the junior high work. 

M rs. White also pointed out that 
the Pasadena course provided for 
the teaching of the elementary work 
in foreign languages which put the 
local pupils at a great handicap when 
they entered high school and were 
expected to compete with Pasadena 
students in these studies. 

Transportation Big Factor 

Mrs. White was asked what was 
her idea of the solution of the pro¬ 
blem and she replied that she was 
not speaking for the people of Sier¬ 
ra Madre but her personal opinion 
was that Sierra Madre should lie pro¬ 
vided with bus transportation to the 
John Marshall junior high school and 
take advantage of the full four year 
course for which the taxpayers are 
already paying their money and that 
the tax money for the local school 
system be used to improve the stan¬ 
dard of work in the six lower grades. 
She said, however, that it all hinged 
on the transportation problem, for 
without equitable transportation it 
would be impossible for Sierra Ma¬ 
dre to take advantage of the first 
two years of junior high. 

J. O. Smith ended the discussion

| with a short talk summing up the 
various problems of the Sierra Madre 
school system and pointed out that 
all of them hinged on the need of 
cheaper and more satisfactory means 
of transportation. Mr. Smith said 
that until recently the Pacific Elec¬ 
tric had furnished only a Mt. Lowe 
car and the pupils crowded together 
in a very unsatisfactory manner but 
through the efforts of the local 
board a larger car had been provided 
which is filled to capacity every 
morning but no car whatever was 
provided for a return in the even¬ 
ing and the people of this city con¬ 
sider the wait at Lamanda Park 
Junction very undesirable from ev¬ 
ery standpoint.

FIREMENSCIAJB 
PROPERTY WILL 
BE SETTLED SOON 

Trustees E. E. Bacon and City At¬ 
torney Fred Baker are preparing a 
proposition to be submitted to the '• 
board of trustees at their meeting 
Thursday night, which is designed to 1 < 
settle the question of disposing of 
the Firemen’s club property which 1 
has been bothering the people of 
Sierra Madre for the last three 
years. 

The proposition will in effect ask 
the club to return the property to ' 
the city and the city will pay off the ■ 
indebtedness of $2,000 and will pro¬ 
vide club headquarters for the vol¬ 
unteer fire department. The firemen ' 
may then share their quarters with 
the club if they so desire. 

It is understood that the direc¬ 
tors and a majority of the members I 
of the club are in favor of accepting 
the proposition and the disposition of 
the property now seems to be largely j 
a matter of routine. There is with¬ 
out doubt, a big demand from the 
citizens of Sierra Madre to have the 
present eyesore on the club property 1 
removed as soon as possible. 

Those in favor of the new propo¬ 
sition argue that the club was orig¬ 
inally intended to provide quarters 1 
arid form a medium of recreation 
for members of the fire department 
and if this feature is taken care of I 
by the city there will be no need of 
a club building.

Building Erected in 1888 is One of Finest in 
Small Church Construction Any - 
where in the South Land 


Those who are looking for spots 
• of unusual beauty to show their 
[ friends from the east, should keep it 
\ ever in mind that beauty in architec- 
| ture is one of the principal points 
! of interest boasted by countries 
which consider themselves interest¬ 
ing, and in this connection the well 
settled resident of Sierra Madre or 
! any other place in Southern Cali- 
! fornia for that matter should pause 
with his visitors from the east for 
a moment in order that they may 
have time to appreciate the beauty 
! of the Church of the Ascension, 
which is located at the corner of 
Baldwin and Laurel. 

In Southern California, as in other 
portions of the civilized world, there 
are many architectural examples of 
the beauty of holiness as expressed 
; in dollars and cents but seldom if 
| ever will one find a simple little 
i country church which expresses a 
| dignified, orderly and conscious reli¬ 
gion so well as the little Episcopal 
church referred to, and certainly 
j none of the more pretentious edl- 
; tices expresses it better. 

Pioneer Building 

The Church of the Ascension was 
1 erected in the year 1888. The corner 
| stone was laid on Easter Sunday of 
that year. The present building re- 
! placed another which was blown 
i the previous autumn during a wind 
storm. Old residents of the commun¬ 
ity, however, hasten to assure that 
the fact that the first fell a victim 
of the elements is no reflection on 
the Sierra Madre weather whatever, 
for it was discovered that the car¬ 
penters who built it had put an 
average of two nails to the board in 
the church, thereby making a splen- 
dd example of faith without works. 

At the time the church was built, 
the congregation was small and the 
number of communicants was limited 
but the work was started and after 
some delay during which time more 
funds were raised, the church was 
completed and to the satisfaction of 
all, for here was a decendant of the 
official Church of England housed 
in a building of the purest type of 
English architecture and which 
blended with the palms and peppers 
as effectively as did its sisters blend 
with the holly and yew. 

Architect’s Early Work 

The architect who designed the 
building was Elmer Coxhead of the 
firm of Coxhead & Coxhead, at that 
time just starting out on his career. 
Their offices were then in Los An¬ 
geles. They have since moved to 
San Francsco and their ability has 
l»een recognized to an extent which 
places them among the foremost ar¬ 
chitects of the Pacific coast. 

To those acquainted with the ar¬ 
chitectural progress of the country 
it is undoubtedly interesting in that 
a church of this type should be de¬ 
signed during a period when the 
standard of excellency was the num- 
lier of furbelows and the quantity of 
| gingerbread decorations applied to 
[the building. It is a question for 
speculation, whether the architect 
designed the building as he did he- 
i cause he felt that the congregation 
j would not be able to supply the 
gewgaws which have since become 
iso distasteful or because he believed 
j that in Sierra Madre he had a com- 
i munity which could appreciate sim- 
; pie beauty in his art. Be that as it 
may, the little church ha$ stood for 
j nearly two score years as a compli¬ 
ment to the taste of those responsi- 
| hie for it and a delight to the eyes 
of those who believe that beauty 
and goodness are synoymous. 

Additions Harmonious 

Since the main part of the church 
was erected it was necessary to 
make additions but in every case the 
vestrymen jealously guarded the

original lines of the building and 
there is now a parish house of con¬ 
siderable size connected with the 
church, the addition in no way de¬ 
tracting from the appearance of the 
original structure. 

The parish has grown considerably 
since that time when the little 
church was built on the edge of a 
ranch belonging to Miss Fanny A. 
Hawks, who is still a member of the 
parish, but the church remains and 
will probably remain for some time 
to come and there are many who, 
without wishing any misfortune to 
the parish, sincerely hope that the 
church as it now stands will never 
lie abandoned or altered so as to 
lose its original beauty. 

Map Shows 
Relative 
Locations 

For the fiist time in recent years 
thpre has been a map produced 
which shows Sierra Madre streets in 
their relation to the streets and 
boulevards of the surrounding towns. 
The map was drawn by Major C. S. 
Floyd and will be used in connection 
with the development program being 
worked out by the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce committee, headed by J. N. 
Hawks. Major Floyd and E. A. 
Miller are the other two members of 
the committee. 

The map as drawn by Major Floyd 
shows, the proposed extension of Cen¬ 
tral avenue which follows the Paci¬ 
fic Electric to Lamanda Park and 
which has an intersection with Palo- 
ma street, Pasadena, just below the 
first curve of the car line forming a 
north route into the city of Pasa¬ 
dena or to the San Fernando val¬ 
ley. This connection is considered 
one of the most important phases 
of the road project, though the ex¬ 
tension to Lamanda Park junction so 
as to complete the double highway 
from Los Angeles to Sierra Madre 
is also considered very important. 

Outlets Both Ways 

The new map, which is perhaps 
the most accurate of any that has 
been drawn, shows Orange Grove a 
short distance to the north of Live 
Oak and Villa street a greater dis¬ 
tance to the south. It would appear 
from an inspection of the map that 
to connect Orange Grove, Pasadena, 
with Live Oak, Sierra Madre, would 
be logical and would not cause any 
waste land due to crooked streets as 
the necessary angle to connect the 
i two would have no material differ¬ 
ence on so great a stretch of land. 

The map also shows the relation 
of the streets of Sierra Madre to 
those of Arcqdia on the east. The 
Cook-Woodley subdivision at the east 
end of Central and Live Oak is one 
of the big developments in this .sec¬ 
tion of the country and would un¬ 
doubtedly lie much improved if there 
were one or two excellent outlet-4 to 
the west. It now depends entirely 
on the Foothill boulevard for its 
traffic outlet. 

An effort will be made at present 
to secure the extension of Central 
avenue, which will relieve Siena 
Madre’s semi-isolated situation to •> 
considerable extent but plans are also 
being formulated to secure the ex¬ 
tension of Grandview and of Live 
Oak as soon as development makes 
more roads to the west necessary.

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NEW RESEARCH 
INSTITUTE EUR 
RIBLIC BENEFIT I 


The officers of the American Phar¬ 
maceutical Association have just is¬ 
sued a statement on a new Research 
institute to be established by phar¬ 
macy for the benefit of tiie public, 
the announcement calls attention to 
some of tlie important discoveries 
and contributions by pharmacists 
and especially to the scientific re 
search laboratory tor tne study of 
irugs and medicines. The state¬ 
ment which lias been prepared by 
President C.' W. Holton, Newark, N. 
J.; Dean W. B. Day, secretary, Uni¬ 
versity of Illinois, l hicago,, and Dr. 
E. I,. Newcomb, Publicity Director, 
University of Minnesota, Minneap¬ 
olis, reads as follows: 

“Since the earliest times pharma¬ 
cists have rendered to the public 
valuable service in the discovery and 
improvement of medicines. 

Optical* Advance 

In 1776, Peter J. A. Daries, a 
pharmacist, discovered that the drug 
Belladonna caused dilation of the 
pupil of tiie eye. Ever since, prepai 
ations of this drug have been ex¬ 
tensively used by physicians sur¬ 
geons and optometrists with the un¬ 
questionable result that eyesight has 
been saved to thousands upon thou¬ 
sands of people. 

In 1816, Friedrich W. A. Sertur 
ner, pharmacist of Eiinbeck, in Han 
over, enriched science with the dis¬ 
covery of morphine. This drug has 
undoubtedly relieved more human suf¬ 
fering than any other medicinal 
agent. It is true that morphine has 
been grossly misused. Government 
and other statistics show that ovei 
99 per cent of the misuse of mor¬ 
phine is by others than physicians or 
pharmacists. The latter are primar 
ily responsible for our present strict 
laws prohibiting the improper use of 
morphine, and this in view of the 
tact that these laws place onerous 
burdens upon pharmacists and phys¬ 
icians. . 

Standards Determined 
"For over fifty years the pharma¬ 
cists of the United States have pro¬ 
vided scientific standards * for the 
supply of pure, unadulterated drugs 
and medicines to the public. Today- 
physicians and the public at large 
have medicines the standards for 
which are not equaled in any other 
country. 

in 1906 tiie Unjted States gov¬ 
ernment accepted these drug stand¬ 
ards prepared by pharmacists as the 
legal standards for enforcement of j 
the Food and Drugs Act. At this 
time a committee of over thirty 
pharmacists of the United States are 
giving gratuitously of their time and 
scientific knowledge to keep these 
standards abreast with modern " re¬ 
search. 

“The pharmaceutical interests of 
the United States are now engaged 
in the work of establishing a great 
central Headquarters Building. One 
of the chief features of this insti¬ 
tution will be a complete scientific 
research laboratory for the study of 
'rugs and medicines.

The surface of a river or lake freezes 
Into solidity, first at the top; as more 
water freezes It forms beneath that al
